planning on Salem and Ballard- | 
vale Streets will probably be | 
fought out. 

The Minance Committee, in a 
report filed Monday with the 
Town Clerk, has disapproved of 
all three of the Planning 
Board's articles. 

The Planning Board met Monday 
evening with the Selectmen and) 
Town Manager, in a two hour 
closed door session, from) 
which no conclusive results| 
seems to have been derived, | 
other than perhaps the Town 
Manager is changing his plans 
in mid-argument. 

The executive session was at| 
the request of Planning Board | 
Chairman Bob Evans. 

Not much is known of what 
transpired during the meeting, 
but one report has stated that | 
Selectman Mrs Wavie Drew is of 
the opinion that the entire 
issue should be set aside for 
a year for proper study, and 
another report was that Sel- 
ectman Donald Kidder refused 
to go along with a request 
from the Chairman of the Board 
which would, in effect, ‘back’ 
the Town Manager. 

Also reported was that the 
Town Manager explained the 
reason for the $5000 to be 
used for ‘drainage’ in his 
plans as being that ‘there is 
a lot of water there’, and 
that he added ‘I have water in 
my cellar’. 

The Town Manager’ s plans for 


the area seem to be changing 
under pressure, 

In Monday night’s meeting it 
was stated, for instance, that 
the sidewalk across the ‘is- 
land’ in front of the school 
might not be constructed, and 
that a sidewalk on Middlesex 
Avenue had been planned ‘for a 
long time’.

THE LAST YEAR OF THE SHRINE 


Unless a person happens to be a communicant 
of St. Thomas Church, or unless he were caught 
by the May Procession Sunday, he might not stop 
to realize that this is probably the last year 
that the St Thomas War Memorial Shrine will be 
at its present site, by the old Church. 

Last Sunday's procession was just one of 


those things. The priests announced that there | 


would be one, and that anyone could take part. 
Before it had even started there were over 2000 
persons in the procession! 


On Memorial Day a wreath is to be laid at} 


the Shrine, as it has for many years past, in 


the ceremonies of the day. 
That will probably be the last time, at the 
present site, at least. 


THE CASE FOR GOOD PLANNING 
The questions concerning Articles 2, 3 and 4 
of next Monday's tow meeting are such that it 
might be well to ask and answer some of them, 
in this column. 

The Wilmington Planning Board, which deserv- 
edly enjoys a good reputation for its planning, 
(for instance the "Model" Zoning Laws ) objects 
to the planning of the Town Manager for the re- 
construction of parts of Salem and Ballardvale 
Streets, for which $21,000 was voted in the an- 
nual Town Meeting. 

The Planning Board in effect is asking for a 
"good hard look" before spending money, and al- 
though they have not specifically mentioned 
Chapter 90 in their articles, Chapter 90 money 
could be profitably used, and the questions 
might ultimately revolve around this point. 

What is Chapter 90? 

Chapter 90 is a provision of the state law 
whereby a town pays 25%, the county 25” and the 
state 50% of the construction costs of certain 
inter-town highways. Concord Street is the last 
Chapter 90 road to be constructed in Wilming- 
ton. Parts of Salem Street were constructed 
with Chapter 90 funds. 

Under the provisions of the law the roads 
must be 50 feet wide, 
means, sometimes "land-takings" from people who 
have property abutting the road. The towns have 
to pay the damages for all "land takings", 
without state or county aid. 

What is the difference, 
streets are concerned? 

Under the TM's plan the town spends $21,000 
to repave about half of the distance between 
the home of Selectman Brooks, on Salem Street,

How many "land-takings" would there be under 
each plan? 

Forgetting for the moment the mix-up invol- 
ving the Cowie property, as voted in the last 
special town meeting, there would be none under 
the TM's plan, as he planned to take only from 
the school property, at least according to the 
map that was filed with the Town Clerk. 

Under a Chapter 90 program there would be 


, Perhaps seven or more takings, depending on how 
the "lay-out" was made. Land might possibly be 
taken (a few inches) from the Bruce property, { 
Opposite the school, on Salem Street, and on 
the same street, from the Wood property (per- 
haps 3 feet), the Gardner property (perhaps 5 
feet) and the Lancaster property (perhaps 7 
feet). 

On Ballardvale Street there would 
be takings from Cowie ( the land voted to be 
sold recently), Melanson, Eaton and Doucette, 
in each case about 20 feet. The three houses in 
these takings which are already built would 
still be about 70 feet from the moa street. 

The TM says that the road cannot be recon - 
structed under Chapter 90 provisions. Any com- 
ments? 

The work can be done under the provisions of 
Chapter 90. Salem Street has been done from the 
Tewksbury line to the John Brooks residence un— 
{der these provisions, and this constitutes 
about 75% of the distance between Tewksbury and 
|Route 125, and the entire route could be quali- 
fied, under the provisions of Chapter 90, 

The south part of Tewksbury, it should be 
pointed out, has no provisions or access to 
Route 93 except through Wilmington, or by going 
north to Dascomb Road. Many Tewksbury antos 
will use Salem Street and Ballardvale Street to 
'get to Route 125, whether the town reconstructs | 
or it is done under Chapter 90.

Did somebody tell Town Engi- 
neer Alphonse Savignac to lay 
out the controversial improve- 
ments of Ballardvale Street 
and Salem Street in such a way 
that there would be no need of 
taking private land by emi- 
nent domain?

Evans said that at this time 
only $1215 should be spent on 
additional sidewalks, and*that 
instead of the $21,000 pro- 
posed to be spent by the Town 


John Brooks, Chairman of the
